Doctor comdemns the water of the Zamzam well; but has he ever analysed it (on 
the spot) ? Properly speaking the seeds of cholera are carried to Mecca from India: 
by the dirty and stinking Bengalis and Panjdbis. The vessels in which the Indian 
Musalmans go to Mecca are also very dirty. But even granting all that the Doctor 
says is true, what can he or the Indian Musalmdns do in a country belonging to 
another Government ? Well, the Doctor 1s gomg about from place to place suggest- 
ing means to put down cholera, the germs of which are, according to him, now and 
then imported into Europe from Mecca.
